Horribly burned as the result of the 


bursting into flame of a gas-tank on a 
motorcycle, following a crash into a 
culvert at the intersection of Azusa 
avenue with the Covina boulevard last 
Saturday, 
Clarence 
McCumskoy, 17 


years old, a high school boy, has been 
hovering between life and death this 
week at the Pomona hospital. Advices 
yesterday as to his condition were to 
the effect that he has aroused somewhat 
from the coma caused by the burns, and 
had slept somewhat better than on pre- 
vious nights. There is some hope for 
his recovery, according to hospital phy- 
sicians. 


The accident is one of many that 


have occurred at this dangerous corner, 
and so far as can be determined was 
unavoidable on the part of any,of the 
participants. An automobile driven by 
F. L. Dingman, well-known Azusa ranch- 
er, rounded the corner just as the mo- 
torcycle driven by Harry Dulin, with 
McCumskcy as a passenger, attempted 
to cross the intersection. The boys were 
on their way home to West Covina, go- 
ing west. 


There have been conflicting state- 


ments as to the manner in which the 
accident occurred, but it is understood 
that the Dingman automobile started 
to make the turn, that Dingman saw 
the boys coming and put on his brakes 
in order not to strike them, and that 
the boys attempted to go around the 
rear of his machine, and swerved into 
a concrete culvert. 


The gasoline of the motorcycle was 


said to have ignited almost immediate- 
ly, enveloping McCumskey in flames. 
These could not be extinguished until 
the boy was fearfully burned, in spite of 
the fact that Dingman and others work- 
ed heroically. The Azusa rancher gave 
every possible assistance to the boys. 
Dulin was badly bruised, but was not 
seriously hurt. 


Almost immediately after the 
STCCT-- 


demt occurred a machine'in whicK";'Du- 
lin's brother Homer, and Carroll Nye, 
Earl Harnish and David McMillan were 
returning from Los Angeles, reached 
the scene, and the boys rushed the in- 
jured men to the office of Dr. Wallaco 
Reed, where first aid was given. It was 


j discovered that the whole lower part of 
McCumskey's body had been burned, 
with the clothing practically burned 
away. A burn the size of a man's 
hand was also found on his abdomen. 
Dr. Reed immediately realized that the 
boy's condition was very grave, and 
he was rushed to the Pomona hospital, 
where since that time he has lain in a 
stupor, arousing somewhat during the 
last twenty-four hours. 


Clarence McCumskey is tho son of 


Mr. and Mrs. W. E. McCumskey of 
Puente boulevard, and is one of the 
popular boys of the Covina high school. 
His serious condition has cast a shadow 
over the opening of school this week.

San Dimas Press: That there ore 


other uses for oranges in addition to 
being used as an edible in the row 
state or made into marmalade, was em- 
phasi/ed recently in an address made 
before the annual meeting-of the Po- 
mona Fruit Growers' Exchange by E. 
T. Cassel, a grower of the Covina sec- 
tion, who is now devoting all his time 
to experimental work at the Exchange 
By-Products company in San' Dimas. 
•> 


D. A. Field is the manager of the 


company, but Mr. Field is giving the 
well-known grower every facility for 
carrying on his experiments, which arc 
made with the view toward salvaging 
every portion of the orange, no matter 
in what condition 6"r size it may be. 


The peel is now being dehydrated 


and is purchased by large manufactur- 
ers of tobacco products. It is used, it 
was said by Mr. Cassel, in making and 
flavoring of plug tobacco. This will be 
news to many who "take a chaw," in- 
asmuch as few of these devotees of the 
weed in that form are aware that or- 
anges enter into their cuds. 


This dehydrated peel is also sold for 


use in mincemeat, while still more of 
the same goes into pie filler. Another 
use for the peel is to pack it in brine, 
and it is in this form, said Mr. Cassel, 
that it is bought by the makers of 
candied orange peel. The company is 
putting out a small quantity of marma- 
lade, but the a'im is to turn out products 
that entail the least amount of extran- 
eous material, such as sugar or spices, 
and now a market is opening up for 
orange pulp, a cooked and sterilized | 
product that can be sold to marmalade 
manufacturers in the east. By selling 
it in the bulk, it is also unnecessary to 
carry a stock of glassware in hand, 
which also'would ti'e up considerable 
capital. The aim is, it. was stated by 
Mr. Cassel, to sell what is as nearly as 
possible the raw product, but also to 
utilize every part of the fruit. 


•pA product which has met with flat- 
tering reception is orange vinegar, 
which ho says is the finest vinegar in 
the world. All other vinegar, he empha- 
sized, contains no ther acid that acetic 
acid, which has no value except as a 
condiment. 
Orange vinegar, on the 


other hand, contains at least one-fifth 
proportion of citric acid, which has a 
high dietic value, he points out, and 
hence the great advantage of the . or- 
ange vinegar. .The principal item, said 
Mr. Cassel in conclusion, is to establish 
a process of concentration or total de- 
hydration of the orange juice. This has 
not as yet been accomplished, but. Mr. 
Cassel is putting in much time on ex- 
perimental work along this line, which, 
when accomplished, it is believed, will 
work a revolution in the citrus indus- 
try.He is also working on a model for a 
machine that will produce an orange 
oil. This oil is made in Europe by hand, 
and because of cheap labor over, there, 
California cannot compete, butfjfith the 
perfection of a machine for this pur- 
pose it is anticipated that this situation 
will be reversed.

"Powder River—Let 
'Er Buck," 


that slogan that resisted all the efforts 
of Oxford university professors to 
translate into meaning, will ring down 
the streets of the city, and the motto, 
"Always Ready," will float from the 
buildings along the line of march. 


One year and twenty-one days after 


these boys were mustered into service 
from Oregon, Nevada, Idaho, Wyoming, 
Utah, Washington, Montana, Alaska 
and California, they were attacking 
the Prussian Guards" and driving them 
toward the Rhine. Between September 
23, 1918, and November 11 of that 
year, this Wild West division captured 
33 pieces of artillery, 471 machine guns, 
2, 412 prisoners, and lost 1,702 men 
in deaths in the- engagements.

• An editorial about misdirected mail, 


printed in the Grand Rapirds Herald, 
has been made a part of bulletins sent 
out to postoffice department employes, 
with the approval of the postmaster 
general. It treats of an evil common 
enough in all cities of the country. 
The New York postoffice, for Manhat- 
tan 
alone, handles 350,000 pieces of 


misdirected mail every day. Grand 
Rapids has an average of 5000 pieces. 


Included in the mail which must be 


handled over and over in an effort to 
deliver, are letters mailed without 
postage, .illegibly addressed, wrongly 
addressed or without street address. A 
largo force must be 
maintained to 


handle this class of mail. 
The city 


directory must be consulted where no 
street addresses are given and where 
the writing is illegible experts must 
make an effort to decipher it. 


People expect prompt service from 


tho postal department, and every one 
connected with the work is told that 
"the public must have its mail as rapidly 
as the work can be handled. If the 
department's critics took care to ad- 
dress mail carefully and correctly and 
attach 
the required postage, 
there 


wouid be little need for large forces 
in every postoffice of any size to handle 
misdirected or inadequately directed 
mail. Another thing the people never 
seem to learn is that the abbreviations 
"Cal." and "Col." look exactly alike 
when carelessly written. Abbrevations 
.are frequently doubtful. It is better 
to spell out all the address.

FRUIT TREE IRRIGATION 


IMPORTANT AT THIS TIME 


ANNOUNCE PLANS FOR 


FARM BUREAU MEETING 


The agricultural extension service de- 


sires to call the attention of deciduous 
fruit growers particularly to the im- 
portance of providfng deciduous fruit 
trees with an ample supply of soil 
moisture during the months oi' Septem- 
ber and October. 


Fruit bud differentiation is occurring 


at this time and if the trees suffer from 
lack of moisture it is certain to result 
in weak fruit buds for next season's 
crop. 


Many orchards have been observed 


where the trees are now evidently in 
distress from lack of moisture, and 
borings in many orchards have indicat- 
ed that, the soil moisture content is get- 
ting very low. This is the critical sea- 
son of the year for deciduous fruit 
trees, and permitting the trees to suf- 
fer from lack of moisture at this time 
cannot be offset by good pruning, ade- 
quate pest control or any other meas 
sures. In fact, permitting the trees to 
suffer during the period when fruit 
buds are being formed will largely vi- 
tiate whatever results 
might 
have 


been secured through improved prun- 
ing. 
Growers are therefore warned 


against permitting the soil to become 
dry.

A crime com- 
mitted by a movie actor mny be no 
greater crime than a similar one com- 
mitted by a small-town haberdasher, 
but the tremendous publicity that is 
inevitable in connection with the movie 
actor's crime centers the gaze of the 
nation and the world upon the crime, 
for nothing can happen to a screen-star, 
good or bad, but that the public must 
share in it. 


When the haberdasher in the small 


town commits a crime against society 
the interest in the case within thai 
little town is just as intense as when 
Fatty Arbuckle gets into serious diffi 
culties. 
But all the English-speaking 


world is interested in the alleged Ar 
buckle crime, for the simple reason that 
he commands a diversified, almost uni 
versal 
acquaintanceship through 
his 


professional activities.

When Hart says that his 


industry should not be 
blamed 
any 


more than other industries are blamed 
when individuals within them go wrong, 
he is forgetting that which the motion 
picture industry is constantly attempt- 
ing to prove, which is, that the indus- 
try is educational, and therefore in the 
role of a moral preceptor. When moral 
preceptors go wrong the fall makes 
more of a crash than when falls a per- 
son of little or no pretenses. 
All are 


equal before the law, but some assume 
the teaching and the upholding of the 
law, and when they fall they do indeed 
fall like Lucifer, a classic moral pre- 
tender. 
The atmosphere surrounding the mo- 


tion picture industry is rotten with the 


idors of immorality. If Bill Hart and 
lome others are clean, they merely are 
he exceptions that prove the 
rule. 


There is no reason why the industry 
should not be clean, 
excepting 
one, 


which is that it has not itself insisted 
on morality as a foundation for its 
>usiness. 
That's all there is to it. 


Many clean men and women are at- 
tracted into the business, and with few 
exceptions they become besmirched by 
:he low order of morality. If they do 
not participate in actual immorality, 
;hey condone it and suffer it. As the 
industry is run today it is unclean. 
Much of the beauty, much of education 
and of interest is created in it, but it 
has never been ablu to point a moral 
with emphasis, because of its own im- 
morality. Picture actors and actresses 
portraying a great moral truth may do 
it with exceptional art, but it is always 
unconvincing. The words of the good

It is idle to expect the public to be- 


lieve that a girl is pure in heart if sh$ 
voluntarily goes to a booze .party in 
the rooms of a public hotel, the rooms 
of a notorious libertine. If such a girl 
is outraged and is murdered while in 
those rooms the law will punish for 
this outrage and murder, and no cir- 
cumstances, such as her voluntary pres- 
ence in the rooms can be adjudged ex- 
tenuating. 
But her presence there is 


an indictment of the motion picture in- 
dustry, for the solemn reason that such 
presence reveals the absence of moral 
restraint within the industry. The in- 
dustry, not the girl, is herein indicted, 
insofar as her presence in that room is 
concerned. 


Long ago, some of the greatest in- 


dustrial concerns of this country put 
up signs- in their factories as follows: 
'' If You Drink You Can't Work Here. >' 
Bill Hart points out that the motion 
picture industry is the third largest 
industry in the United States. If he, 
and others, anxious to avoid the odium 
that surrounds the industry, will make 
it a rule to penalize men and women 
within it who put on nightly booze 
parties, who cohabitate, who violate 
many of our most sacred laws with im- 
punity, .the odium will disappear. And 
films pointing a moral will then be less 
and less subjected to the criticism that 
they arc mere mockeries. And in time 
the picture artists will find cleaner 
vehicles through which to point the 
morals, instead of so continuously sug- 
gesting the supposed pleasures to be 
found in bar-room brawls, parties in 
houses of ill fame, promiscuity between 
the sexes—with which we are so well 
supplied in practically every film that 
it made. 


It is unfair and unnecessary to judge 


Fatty Arbuckle ahead of his trial. But 
we "can judge him and condemn him 
for the life he has led, which- made 
possible such an act as that with which 
he is charged. 
We can judge and con- 


demn the motion picture industry for 
its lack of a moral foundation. That 
industry probably will become respect- 
able as well as entertaining at some 
time in the future. But it will not be 
until the booze-fighters, the libertines 
and the rapists are east out.

MOTORING "PESTS?" 


Motoring "pests," characterized as 


cooties, hyenas, snakes, foxes and hogs, 
who make life unbearable for the aver- 
age auto owner, have been listed by 
the Automobile Club of Southern Cali- 
fornia. 


A good purpose is indicated by this 


listing in view of the fact that every 
auto driver is requested to read over 
this list and see if he qualifies as any 
one of the pests so outlined. If he 
does, he is respectfully requested to 
mend his way and think of the right 
of the "other fellow." 


There is the "open road pest" who 


scoots in front of you with his little 
car and then slows down to a very 
slow pace so that you have to pass 
him. 
Then he spurts in front of you 


again and the performance has to be 
repeated. He gets much amusement out 
of this procedure, and is called the 
"fox." If you do this sort of thing, 
be merciful'and stop it. 


The "hyena" is the pest who drives 


fast into a mud-puddle and splashes its 
contents all over any pedestrians who 
happen to be standing near, then laughs 
over his shoulder as he drives away. 
This type of pest is very common in 
Southern California.

The "curb louse" is the motorist 


who pushes your car along the curb 
to make room for his own and leaves 
yours standing in front of a fire-plug 
where it gets tagged and you have to 
try and explain the circumstances to 
the judge. 
The "cootie" is the pest who oozes 


into the parking space you are backing 
into by nosing you out from the rear 
His car usually has a short wheel base 
which helps him in his dirty work. 


Every Southern California auto driv 


er knows the "hog." This pest oper 
ates on the open highways as well as 
in the cities. He is always trying to 
grab the right of way. 
He cuts in 


front of you whenever there is an op 
portunity. 
At safety-zones he comes 


around on your left and slips in front 


f you if he can wedge his front wheels 
ihead of yours. Don't belong in this 
ategory, whatever you do. 
The '' snake'' strikes at your fenders 


as he passes. At night he usually has 
glaring headlights, and he drives so 
near the middle of the road that he 
would chip pieces off your fenders if 
you didn 't get clear •• over into the 
opposite ditch.

FUMIGATION COSTS REDUCED 


MATERIALLY THIS YEAR 


Fumigating in Los Angeles county on 


27,000 acres of citrus orchards will cost 
many thousands of dollars less this 
year than last, according to estimates 
of the county horticultural department. 
Causes occasioning the lower costs are 
said to be cheaper labor and slightly 
lower outlay on material. 
j 


Approximately $800,000 will bo ex- 


pended in the fumigating of trees, it 
is figured, The season, which is now 
at its height, will continue into the first 
of the year. 


Inspectors employed by the county 


to advise citrus growers in the matter 
of fumigating have announced that less 
daylight work is being done this year 
than heretofore. 
It has been found 


that the results of the daylight fumi- 
gating were not sufficient to warrant 
doing away with the nighttime work. 


Thus far this season 14 contractors 


have applied to the county horticulture 
department for certificates to operate, 
and 33 crew foremen have made appli- 
cation to take out licenses. There are 
17 orchard inspectors employed by tho 
county, with one night fumigating in- 
spector. 


Among the duties of the inspectors 


is advising as to tho proper time for 
fumigating and the ordering of the 
cleaning up 
of 
infected 
properties
